HAVANA. Cuba (AP)~ The Cu- 
ban navy said Saturday night nine 
of its retired offi- 
.cials and one na- 
val non-com have 
been arrested. 
They are accused 
pf plotting armed! 
rebellion against 
the government I 
of President Ba- 
tista. 

The 10, includ- 
ing a former 
navy chief and 
his two top aids, 
were Jailed In the military prison 
in the Cuban fortress at the entry 
of Havana Harbor, 

The announcement followed the 
arrest of four men and seizure of 
arms at Mamaroneck. N.Y., in a 
reported plot to stage a "Christmas 
revolt" against the Cuban govern- 
ment. 

The sheriff of Westchester Coim- 
ty, New York, said one of the men 
arrested there, a munitions dealer, 
said th.e arms cache was being built 
up for Cuba's ex-president Carlos 
Prio Socarras. Prlp was ousted by 
Batista in a coup last March 10 and 
now lives in Miami. 

DJCNUBS KNOWLEDGE 
Among the former navy men ar- 
rested in Havana, the navy said, 
were: Capt. Jose Aguila Ruiz, for- 
mer chief of the navy; Commodore 
Alberto Casanova, former second 
chief; and Capt. Marcos Perez Me- 
dina, former third chief. 

Announcement of the arrests was 
made by RearAdm. Jose Rodriguez 
Calderon, chief of the navy, in a 
formal statement to the press. 

In Miami Prio Socarras said4ie 
had no knowledge of any revolu- 
tionary plot against Batista and 
that he did not know the men ar- 
rested in Mamaroneck. The West- 
chester munitions dealer was identi- 
fied as ^ifrfid M annheim. 2 9. Police 
are seeking a fifth man there. 

U.S. PROBING MATTER 
In Washington, the State Depart- 
ment said government agencies 
* were following the matter closely 
to determine whether there were 
any federal law violations. A de- 
partment press officer said partic- 
ular attention was being focused on 
possible Neutrality Act violations.

He was not available for comment 
on the reported * plot,
